The Doctor Has No Luck 


Dr. Clodius, who functions as Hitler's 
director of the economics of other coun- 
tries, has been spending a fortnight tell- 
ing the Rumanians how they should run 
their affairs, with no success according 
to despatches from Bucharest. What the 
Doctor particularly wants that Ru- 
mania demobilize 500,000 soldiers and send 
them back to work the land. If Rumania 
would do that, he would send along 6,000 
German experts to tell the Rumanian 
farmers how to farm. Not, of course, just 
out of goodness of heart, but with a view 
to boosting Rumanian wheat and other 
farm production and this creating ample 
‘supplies on which Germany could draw. 


is 


Incidentally, withdrawing a third of 
the Rumanian soldiers'from the borders 
would make it easier to send a Nazi army 
into the country at any time to see that 
things in Rumania were being run in ac- 
cord with Berlin’s desires and instructions. 
This is the point which seems to interest 
the Rumanian Government more than the 
prospect of selling a bumper wheat crop to 
Germany—and taking pay in guns that 
explode when they are fired or in Reichs- 
marks of doubtful value anywhere and 
undoubted worthlessness in a good many 
countries. King Carol and his advisers 
have declined the specious proposals of 
Herr Clodius. 

Of all the neutral states which live un- 
der the shadow of the Nazi threat, Ru- 
mania has the most difficult road to tra- 
vel. Thus far it has played the diplomatic 
game with skill, daring and success, and is 
still master of its own household. Encour- 
aged and emboldened no doubt by the pre- 
sence of the large and growing Allied 
I in Asia Minor and the quite out 
spoken declaration of the Turks that they 
will fight if the Balkans are invaded.

Canadian Barley 


The outlook for barley in Canada is closely 
rélated to developments arising out of the war. 
Normal trade in barley has been disrupted, first, 
by the disappearance of Polish supplies, which 
formed an important part of world export sup- 
plies, second, by the rise in ocean freight rates 
and the scarcity of tonnage and, third, by certain 
deliberate actions such as the curtailment of 
imports of California barley into the United 
Kingdom, So far, importing countries have 
taken less from abroad of both feed and malting 
varieties and have shifted their demand from 
inaccessible sources to the Argentine, There are 
signs now that importing countries have re- 
versed their policy and are buying again in more 
normal quantities. This, in itself, is favorable 
to a steady demand for Canadian barley. Our 
favorable geographical position should also be- 
come more and more significant as time goes on. 

Demand for barley as a feed grain in Canada 
has also been affected by the war. Even before 
the war began the hog population had been in- 
creasing. On June 1, 19359, there were 4.3 mil- 
lion head of hogs in Canada compared with 
3.5 million head on June 1, 1938, with the largest 
expansion occurring in the prairie provinces. 
On December 1 hog population had grown to 
4,770,000 which was 34 percent above the same 
date in 1938. The agreement whereby Canada 
has agreed to ship up to a weekly maximum of 
5.6 million pounds of bacon and hams up to 
October 31, 1940, should further stimulate pro- 
duction and increase the demand for barley, 
which is the chief feed for hogs in Canada.— 
James Richardson and Sons.
